JPriestland’ s  Improved  Eye  Lotion . 

The  improved  preparation  is  compounded  of  the  following  ingredients 
and  proportions,  namely  : — Of  white  copperas  and  of  orris  root  of  each 
about  two  ounces,  and  of  white  sugar-candy  (or  other  pure  saccharine 
matter)  about  four  ounces,  mixed  with  one  gallon  of  pure  distilled  water. 
These  ingredients  (the  proportions  of  which ‘it  may  in  certain  cases  be  5 
found  desirable  to  vary)  are  to  be  boiled  together  for  a  suitable  time,  and 
.  then  strained.  The  improved  liquid  resulting  therefrom  may  be  applied 
to  the  eye  with  soft  linen  or  with  other  suitable  material  or  substance.

diseases  of  the  human  eye.
